He was informed that clearances 
aa such are not iseued for Congressmen and in the case of Sam Cresby 
he did have a TOP SECRET DOD clearance. & was further suggested 
that Bartlett be in touch with his own laison legislative office for 
guidance. Bartlett was informed cf Mahon's position within the 
Appropriations Committee and CLA Subcommittee and was generally 
advised of our cooperative asaistaace to Mahen on the present trip.
